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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


TO THE CITIZENS OF NEw LONDON:— 


During the year just closed our schools have been 
in session, with one exception, thirty weeks. The chil- 
dren from the West Division, three in number, were 
carried to Low Plain during the spring and fall terms. 
Winter seemed too cold for this arrangement, hence a 
school was opened at the former place for the winter 
term of nine weeks. This method was a great accom- 
modation for two of the scholars and saved for the town 
nearly one hundred dollars. 


We have had a faithful corps of teacher$ and if in 
any case the result has not been all we might wish, it 
has not been from a lack of faithful work on the part of 
the teachers. We believe in the continuous employ- 
ment of teachers so far as practicable. In cases where 
a change is necessary or advisable, our aim has been to 
secure teachers of experience. Mrs. Lizzie Keil has 
taught twenty-four successive terms at Colby Hill. 
Miss Flossie Sargent, twelve at Pleasant St., and Miss 
Emma Stanley nine at Burpee Hill. 

Mrs. Cora Blodgett was transferred from the west 
part to Low Plain for the spring and fall terms, back in 
the west for the winter. 

We were very sorry to lose the services of Miss Sa- 
die Wells, who has so successfully taught in our schools 
previous years. 


During the winter term there were many cases of 
absences on account of sickness and in many instances 
disinclination. If parents realized how much loss these 
days of absences are to their children, we believe they 
would make a greater effort to have them at school. 


In the spring the grammars which have been in 
use a long time were exchanged for Metcalf’s series. 
Frye’s Elements of Geography was added in the fall. 
Several wall maps have been purchased and cards fur- 
nished for the little ones in number work. Some of the 
teachers have furnished kindergarten supplies. We 
think the district could very profitably spend a little 
money in this way. 


At the beginning of the year Mrs. Mary A. Lamson 
was appointed to fill the vacancy in the School Board, 
caused by the non-acceptance of Mrs. Mary H. Morgan, 
elect. 


Truant officer’s report shows there are forty-four 
boys and forty-seven girls between five and sixteen 
years of age. 


There are four parts, the parents, the scholars, the 
teachers and the board of education, who share the re- 
sponsibility of making our school a success. No one of 
them can wholly blame the others for any failures which 
may occur. 


Your School Board is grateful for the harmony 
which has prevailed throughout the year and trust by 
hearty co-operation our schools may be among the best.
